Metal fixtures de­ 
signed for kitchen use may be 
obtained with the perforated Ma­ 
sonite at lumber dealers.

Numerous fanners and ranchers 
of the Hamlin area have express­

tion about the new social security 
pro\ isions for them to \ # included 
in the retirement 
plan,

ing to R. R. Tuley Jr., district 
manager of the Social Security 
Administration office in Abilene, 
Who was in Hamlin Monday. 
Tuley released the following ar­ 
ticle about the new broadening of 
the social security program to in­ 
clude farmers and farm workers. 
Ate you a seasonal or part-time 
worker in agriculture? 
If you 
are, you should have a social se­ 
curity card because your employer 
is required to report your agri- 
. cultural wages if you receive cash 
I pay for as much as $100 in a cal­ 
inda r year. 
No longer do you 
f*avo to worry about “ qualifying” 
a/id working on a certain number 
of day s In a quarter. 
Effective January I, 1955, the 
only 
qualification 
is 
that your 
cash pay from farm work is at 
least SHOO in a year from the same 
employer. 
If you earn $90 in a 
year from one employer and $00 
from 
a second employer, 
these 


w a g e s would not count toward so­ 
cial security. 
Neither w'ould it 
count if you were paid part of a 
crop amounting to several hundred 
dollars. 
B u t if you earn $10C 
from one employer and $125 from 
another, then both employers will 
rejHirt 
your earnings for 
social 
security. 
Whenever your pay from any 
farm employer is less *han than 
MOO in a year, he should return 
to you any amount he took out 
of your f»ay tor social security for 
that year. 
Since at the time you 
start to work for a farmer, neither 
he nor you 
know exactly how 
much you will earn, it is best to 
defer deductions 
until 
SICK) 
reached; then if It turns out that 
you do not earn as much as SKH 
in a calendar yew, theie is not 
the problem of returning erroni 
oils deductions. 
lf you are a harvest hand, or a 
cotton puller, your wages count 


just the same as if you were a 
egular hand. 
You must 
have 
cash wages of a: least SICO before 
your employer is obligated to re­ 
port you. 
If you are a harvest 
hand, you may he employed, super­ 
vised and paid by a contract har­ 
vester who may be your employer 
instead of the owner of the farm. 
But you still show your social se­ 
curity card to your employer so 
he can make the proper reports. 
Your eligibility at age 65 of your 
survivors, in event of your death, 
may rest on credits for p a r t -tim e 
farm work so he sure to fulfill 
your obligations in this coopera­ 
tive insurance plan for your bene­ 
fit.

A case in point is illustrated. 
This is an old-fashioned kitchen 
cupboard, which formerly had just 
one shelf at the midway point. This 
was removed and provision mud*, 
by the insertion of vertical di- 
viders, for utilizing practically all 
— not just part of—the space in 
the cupboard. 
The dividers are Masonite “ Peg- 
Board,” the functional panel with 
dozens of evenly-spaced holes. They 


serve not only as leaning places 
for cookie sheets and platters but 
as hitching posts for various cook­ 
ing implements. Metal fixtures de­ 
signed for kitchen use may be 
obtained with the perforated Ma­ 
sonite at lumber dealers. 
The 
panels may be installed 
readily simply by making 
chan­ 
nels, the width of the “ Peg-Board,” 
from small quarter-round, which 
is attached with brads. The panels 
may be painted any color, first ap­ 
plying a prime coat.

Farmers and Ranchers Seeking More 
information New Social Security Law 


N um erous fanners and ranchers 
of the H am lin area have express­ 
ed interest 
and sought inform a­ 
tion about the new social secu rity 
prov isions for them to l>e included 
in 
the retirem ent plan, 
accord­ 
ing to R. R. Tuley Jr., d istrict 
m anager of the Social Securely 
A dm inistration office in Abilene. 
Who w as in Hamlin Monday. 
Tuley released the following a r ­ 
ticle about the new' broadening of 
the social security program to in­ 
clude farm ers and farm w orkers. 
A re you a seasonal or part-tim e 
w orker in agriculture? 
If you 
are. you should have a social se­ 
curity card because your em ployer 
is required to report your a g ri­ 
cultural wages if you receive cash 
pay for as much as SKK) in a cal­ 
endar year. 
No longer do you 
Have to w orry about “qualifying” 
and w orking on a certain num ber 
of days in a quarter. 
Effective January I, 1955, the 
only 
qualification 
is 
that 
your 
cash pay from farm w ork is at 
least SKX) in a year trom the sam e 
em ployer. 
It you earn $90 in 
year from one employer and $90 
from 
a second employer, 
these 
wages would not count tow ard so­ 
cial security. 
N either would 
it 
count if you were paid part of 
crop am ounting to several hundred 
dollars. 
B u t if you earn 
SIGG 
from one employer and $125 from 
another, then both em ployers will 
report 
your earnings for 
social 
security. 
Whenever your pay from any 
farm em ployer is less ihan than 
M(X3 in a year. hi* should re tu rn 
to you any amount he took out 
of your pay for social security for 
that year. 
Since at the tim e you 
sta rt to w'ork for a farm er, neither 
hi- 
nor you know' exactly 
how 
much you will earn, it is best to 
defer 
deductions 
until 
$100 
is 
reached: then if it turns out th a t 
you do not earn as much as SICK 
in a calendar year, there is not 
the problem of returning e rro n e­ 
ous deductions. 
If you are a hare est hand, or a 
cotton puller, your w*ages count 


just the sam e as if you were a 
regular hand. 
You must have 
cash wages of a; least SKX) before 
your employer is obligated to re­ 
to rt you. 
If you are a harvest 
hand, you m ay he employed, super­ 
vised and paid by a contract h ar­ 
vester who m ay be your employer 
instead of the ow ner of the farm. 
But you still show your social se­ 
curity card to your employer so 
he can make the proper reports. 
Your eligibility at age 65 of your 
survivors, in event of your death, 
may rest on credits for part-tim e 
farm work so be sure to fulfill 
your obligations in this coopera­ 
tive insurance plan for your bene­ 
fit. 
By addressing the Social Se­ 
curity 
A dm inistration, 
Abilene, 
Texas, you m ay secure details on 
the coverage by asking for the 
free 
booklet, 
“ F acts 
for Farm 
Families." 


IRRIGATION GRO WINO.
